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DETAILED ACTION 

After further review and consideration, the indicated allowability of claims 21-24 
is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harkness (5,467,992) in view of Carney (6,213,887). Claim 21, Harkness discloses a 
device support member worn around a person's head and an attached laser light 
(abstract) generating a linear alignment beam of light visible to the person onto a 
surface. Harkness discloses a spot of light on the surface but does not disclose a line 
of light on the surface. Carney teaches a line of light. Claim 22, the device is capable 
of being attached to a support on a person's head. Claim 23, the surface is the ground, 
see figure 3. Claim 24, the stroke is capable of being a putting stroke, see figure 3. 
One of ordinary skill in the art would change the spot of light to a line of light by routine 
experiment since Carney suggests the use of a spot or line of light is interchangeable. 
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Response to Arguments 

After further review and the affirmed response from the BPAI of the apparatus 
claims, the indicated allowability of the method claims is withdrawn. Since it has been 
proven that the apparatus as claimed by applicant is not patentable over Harkness in 
view of Carney the method claims are also not patentable as claimed. The instant 
claims are method steps providing a function of the apparatus. The device of Harkness 
in view Carney performs the same function as shown in the above rejection.
